The hap p iest and most likable p eop le are 
generally those who seem to hav e little thought 
of self. Conv ersely, the most dep ressing and least 
admired are those who are forev er comp laining of 
the hardship s and discomforts they endure. The 
whinning self-p itier may be conv inced his suffer­ 
ings justify comp laint; but in endlessly taxing the 
p atience and goodwill of others he ev entually finds 
himself shunned ev en by his closest friends—if 
any are left. 
We know the typ es: the business failure 
who has always had such “hard luck;” the ‘‘ov er 
worked” housewife who nev er has a moment to 
herself; the “martyred” mother whose children 
rep ay lov e with ingratitude; the worker who is 
always being giv en a “raw deal.” It is useless to 
try to cheer them up they may ev en resent it. The 
habit of p itying themselv es, of magnifying trifles 
into misfortune, is often a form of self-glorifi­ 
cation. 
The chronic comp lainer is guilty of two 
serious faults: of selfishness in seeking to focus 
attention exclusiv ely on himself, choosing to ig­ 
nore the countless others whose sufferings are 
more real; of cowardice in trying to escap e the 
thousands and one minor troubles that may afflict 
ev en the most fortunate. His real tragedy is ttiat 
while his friends see through him only too easily, 
he nev er finds himself out; nev er learns to think 
a way out of his difficulties. 
The whiners need to realize that they stand 
self-branded as faint-hearted weaklings. All life 
is a struggle; sometimes troubles arise that seem 
well nigh insurmountablje. 
But the odds are 
against the grumbler from the start. Victory goes 
to the p erson who faces adv ersity with courage, 
self-reliance, and without comp laint.

“The time has now come 
for you, the Italian people, to 
consult your own desire for a 
restoration of 
national 
dignity, 
security, and peace. 
The time 
has come for you to decide w heth­ 
er Italians shall die for Musso­ 
lini and Hitler—or live for Italy 
and civilization.” 
The appeal was punctuated b y 
the roar of Allied planes over 
Italy,

with this message in printed leaf­ 
lets.

the Italian m ainland smashed at 
Naples. 
Three days passed w ith­ 
out any apparent reaction in Italy. 
On July 19 the Allies struck at 
the Italian capital at Rome.

Eisenhower was de­ 
manding his answer. 
After six 
more days of terrific b omb ing on 
July 25, 19 43, the answ er came, 
and it astounded the world. 
M u sso l i n i has fal l en! 


JTISENHOW ER had driven M us­ 
solini from power after 21 
years of ruthless dictatorship. An 
exultant world received the news. 
It was revealed that in a d ra­ 
matic meeting w ith King Victor 
Emmanuel 
in 
Rome, 
Mussolini 
had b een voted down b y his own 
Fascist Grand Council through op­ 
position led b y his son-in-law, 
Count Ciano (who, later, upon the 
demand of his own father-in-iaw , 
was put to death b efore a firing 
squad in G erm any). 
The fallen 
dictator was held prisoner in pro­ 
tective custody. 
Italy hailed “the end of the 
painful nightm are that has domi­ 
nated our lives for the past 20 
years.” 
Demonstrations 
sprang 
up spontaneously everywhere, and 
anti-G erm an sentiment ran high 
as crowds cried for a peace. Thou­ 
sands of Italian workers stormed 
the plant of the Fascist “Popolo 
d ’ltalia,” Mussolini’s official news­ 
paper, in Milan and laid it in 
ruins.

Eisenhower 
put the issue squarely to the 
Italians on July 31:

Six days have passed since the 
overthrow of Mussolini. 
In those 
six days the Italian people have 
achieved much.

Uhen they first heard the news 
of Mussolini’s downfall, the G er­ 
mans were stunned. They said tc 
themselves, ‘We Germans in Italy 
are caught like rats in a trap if

But since then, day b y 
day, they watched the inactivity 
of the Badoglio government. You 
know b etter than we w hat has 
happened. 
There has b een nc 
sign of German withdrawal. . . 
“Italians! 
You know that on 
July 25 we let up on the aerial 
b omb ardm ent of Italy. We hoped 
thereb y to give Italy a b reathing 
space wherein to unite for peace 
and freedom. 
But the Germans, 
too, 
have 
used 
that b reathing 
space to strengthen their own po­ 
sition, and for that, full and sole j 
responsib ility rests witfi the new : 
government in Rome. . . . 
“Italians! 
We cannot tolerate ! 
this, and we issue you this solemn 
warning; the b reathing space has 
ended. Be prepared!” 
Riots 
approaching 
revolution 
b roke out in northern Italy. Sol­ 
diers joined civilians in dem and­ 
ing the immediate overthrow of 
Badoglio. 
They demanded peace. 
Underground 
radio 
stations 
b roadcast appeals to the people 
to refuse to co-operate with the 
Badoglio government and b egin 
organized resistance. 
Italy was 
in turmoil. 
Badoglio had to de­ 
clare m artial law and militarize 
the railroads and highways and 
communication lines. 
In Milan, 
the Cellari jail was stormed and 
200 prisoners of the Fascist gov­ 
ernm ent were released. 
The whereab outs of Mussolini 
was a mystery. 
President Roose­ 
velt issued a warning to all neu­ 
tral countries to the effect that 
anyone offering asylum to Hitler 
or Mussolini or the Japanese wj.r 
criminals was committing an un­ 
friendly act against the Allies.
